dations. If you ore going for a long 
journey (or as long a one as you can 
take in England) this makes the cost 
about four times the amount you would 
pay if you did not have a luxurious soul 
and long for springs and cushions.

William J. Bryan donated one-half 


the profits of the first month's sale of 
his book, "The First Battle,'- to the 
Democrats, Populists and Silver KB- 
publicans in proportion to the vote 
oast by each party in the Presidential 
election. Professor Bateman of Ohio 
charged that in consideration of the 
donation the Populists were required 
to do certain things. Now Mr. Bryan 
says no conditions were attached to the 
donation. The money was turned over 
to Senator Allen to be used according 
to his judgment 
for the cause of 


bimetallism, for which purpose all do- 
nations were mado. The subject of 
fusion was not discussed directly or in- 
directly. 


Professor Bateman seemo to be dis- 


gruntled over something. He may be 
a Hannaite in disguise, who objects to 
the fusion of all the silver forces as 
that would make it more difficult for 
the gold men to overcome them. He 
dislikes Mr. Bryan, as does the agents 
of every trust and monopoly !n the 
country, presumably for the leason 
that Mr. Bryan representa the inter- 
ests o! the masses and cannot be 
swerved from 
his devotion to the 


people. 


Mr. Bryan is a poor man. When de- 


-feated for the Presidency by the com- 
bined forces of Mr. Cleveland aud Mr. 
Hanna, and the $16,000,000 collected 
from the trusts to debanch the ballot 
box by purchasing votes, be refused an 
offer of $20,000 a year from a large flrm 
to attend to their legal business. He 
wrote his book and generously donated 
one-half the profits of the first month's 
sale to the parties which advocated 
bimetallism. This amounted to about 
$8,500, which was quite a donation 
from a poor man, and instead of im- 
pugning his motives for doing so Pro- 
fessor Bateman, if true to the princi- 
ples of the bimetallistf, would have 
given him the credit he deserves for 
his generosity. 


COUNTING THK CASH. 


Ellis H. Roberts of New York takes 


charts of the United States Treasury 
to-day, to succeed D. L. Morgan. Sec- 
retary Qage has appointed a commis- 
sion to examina the books of the retir- 
ing Treasurer and to count the cash in 
the vaults. When President Hanison 
left the White House there was about 
$700,000,000 in. money in Uncle Sam's 
treasure box. This has been increased, 
notwithstanding the dull times, to 
about $780,000,000. To count this vast 
amount of money will require the ser- 
vices of one hundred persons, includ- 
ing several experts, for three months. 


Of the stock of money in the United 


States $780,000,000 is kept locked up in 
the Treasury vaults. To increase this 
amount and reduce the volume of 
money in circulation is the great aim 
and object of the gold men. A high 
tariff, which will increase the revenue 
of the Government by getting more 
money from the people, for the con- 
sumer, not the foreigner, pays the tax, 
is expected to accomplish this purpose, 
If it doss so money will become more 
valuable in proportion to the amount 
withdrawn from circulation and prices 
will decline correspondingly. It will 
be more difficult for people to pay 
their debts, as every greenback that 
finds its way into the Treasury will be 
kept there. That was President Cleve- 
land's idea of getting the greenbacks 
oat of circulation and Secretary Gage 
approves it. The national banks are 
to furnish the money, with the excep- 
tion of the gold that may te coined, 
and the people will be wholly at their 
mercy, that is if the scheme of the gold 
'men is carried into effect. 


TELEGRAPHIC NOTJiS. 


The Obio Democratic State ,uouven< 


ticm met ut Columbus yesterday. The 
big Auditorium, with a seating capacity 
of 6,000 seats, was not equal to the de- 
mand for admission. The decorations 
were very elaborate. The portraits of 
W. J. Bryan and Allen G. Thurman 
were made the center of attraction 
among a large number of the portraits 
of Democratic leaders. 


Chairman Durbin called the conven- 


tion to order, extending congratula- 
tions to the Democratic party on the 
signs of the times and the future for 
the party. 


A large gold cross bearing a crown of 


thorns caused a tumultuous demon- 
stration as it was pointed to by Hon. 
Ulric Sloane, who bad been introduced 
as Temporary Chairman. When he re- 
ferred to Bryan the audience went wild 
with enthusiasm and it was some min- 
utes before the applause could be quiet- 
ed. 
The silver Republicans were 


granted a place on the State ticket. 


A communication 
was 
presented 


from the Populist State Committee 
asking for a place on the ticket with a 
view to fusion. 
In presenting the 


platform and upon its being read by 
the committee it was londlj cheered. 


General Warner explained that the 


committee was unanimous 
on the 


financial question and that it was ably 
covered, but that there were two sup- 
plemental resolutions to be offered by 
the minority on other matters. 


The anti-trust resolution offered by 


the committee was adopted. 
Trusts 


and monopolies are declared to be 
dangerous to the interests of the peo- 
ple and the perpetuity of our free in- 
stitutions, and the enforcement of anti- 
trust laws and such new legislation as 
mpy be enacted to suppress them is 
demanded. A resolution favoring the 
immediate recognition of the belliger- 
ent rights of Cuba was adopted, and 
Hanna of Ohio was condemned for vot- 
ing against the memorial presented to 
Congress from the Legislature of Obio 
in favor of the Cuban patriots 


Ten men wera placed in nomination 


for Governor and Horace T. Chapman 
was nominated on the second ballot. 
Melville Shaw was nominated for Lieu- 
tenant Governor. Horace L. Chapman 
then addressed the convention on the 
silver question. 


A Christian Endeavor train had a 


rear end collision on the Chicago & 
Northwestern road near Chicago yea. 
terday morning. Three persons were 
killed and about twenty seriously in- 
jured. Sections 4 and 5 of the train 
were running fifteen minutes apart. 
No. 4 carried the Wisconsin delegates, 
nearly 500 strong, and had stopped at 
West Chicago when No. 5 came up he- 
hind with tremendous speed and the 
shock was terrific. The passengers in 
the two rear sleepers of No. 4 were in 
their bertha and received no warning 
and those that were asleep awoke to 
find themselvos pinned in the wreck- 
age, 
The passengers of both trains 


began the work of rescue. John Good- 
ing, & resident of Austin of this [State, 
was mutantly killed. He and his ,v.fe 
were returning from a visit East. An- 
other Christian Endeavor train run- 
ning on the Vandalia Toad collided with 
a train near Vandalia. 
Two of the 


trainmen were killed and two fatally 
injured. The passengers escaped.

Mr. C. D. Van Duzer, Nevada's Land 


Agent at Washington, has secured to 
the State during the past si.<( months, 
the approval of flve lists of land.

—Amateur photographers will be in- 


terested in knowing that yellow spots 
which have formed on negatives by in- 
sufficient fixing, etc., can be successful- 
ly treated by using a diluted bromide 
Rolullon. The negative is immersed in 
a ten per cent, solution of bromide of 
potassium, to which have been added 
two per cent, of muriatic acid and two 
per cent, of bichromate o£ potassium. 
After the negative has been thoroughly 
bleached it is washed in running water 
for some time, exposed to daylight for 
a few minutes, and developed ngain in 
a diluted iron developer. 


—According to statistics prepared by 


the Engineering and Mining Journal, 
jhe output of bituminous coal in the 
United States during 1S96 readied a 
total of 141,770,099 short tons (2,000 
pounds), showing a gain o\er 1S95 of 
4,371,752 tons. On the other hand, there 
was a decrease of 6,782,057 "short tons 
in the anthracite production. The to- 
tal coal production -s\ as, therefore, 193,- 
351,027 short tons, and the total de-
